Cnrious  Question  Ansvirered. 

Some  correspondent  of  the  St.  Paul 
J^rcss  since  our  last  issue  has,  upon  the 
theory  that  volunteeis  who  are  enlisting 
to  fill  the  coming  draft  are  recruits,  at- 
tempted to  explain  w'lya  man  may  be 
held  to  service  when  drafted,  and  yet 
not  allowed  to  volunteer.  The  Press 
deeming  such  a  rule  profoundly  absurd, 
and  unjust,  until  this  explanation  appears^ 
now  sees  a  clear  and  perfectly  satisfact- 
ory solution  of  it  while  Col.  Averill  dis- 
poses of  the  matter  in  these  words  : 

"While  it  may  seem  unequal  and  un- 
just to  draft  a  man  into  service  who  has 
been  refused  the  right  to  enlist,  yet  it  is 
nevf^rtheless  the  law." 

This  law  is  one  of  discretionary  power 
in  the  War  Department  and  as  such  re- 
quires a  recruit  to  be  in  every  particular 
a  sound  man,  while    in    case  of  a  draft 
men  of  feeble  constitutions  will  be  taken 
into  the  service.     A  recruit  is  one  seek- 
ing to  enter  the  service  as  a    man  would 
seek  employment  elsewhere,    and  there, 
fore  the  party    of  whom    employment  is 
solicited  may  rightfully  dictate  the  terms 
upon  which  the  party  applying  may  enter 
his    service.     He  applies    voluntarily  to  ' 
the  agent  of  the    general    Governilieut  ) 
for  employment  in  a  military    sphere. — 
He  desires  to  enlist  without  reference  to 
any  special  or  general  call  of  the  Govern 
ment.     Agencies  are  established  by  the 
general    Government    where  application 
may  be  made  at  any    time,    whether  in 
peace  or  war  for  employment  in  the  mil- 
itary service.     Such    an    applicant  is  a 
recruit. 

The  Government,  however  has  called 
for  500,000,  men  by  virtue  of  the  en- 
roHment  act,  which  provides  that  the 
call  may  be  enforced  by  a  draft.  The 
drr.ft  is  the  only  legitimate  means  by 
which  the  necessities  ot  the  Government 
may  be  answered.  The  machinery  for 
this  purpose  is  well  in  hand,  the  ru^es  gov- 
erning its  action  are  so  widened  as  to 
exempt  very  few  from  service,  the  time 
and  terms  of  escape  are  published,  and 
an  indiscriminate  and  sweeping  conscrip- 
tion menaces  the  populace. 

Does  any  one  believe  that  but  for  the 
impending  draft  our  thoroughfares  would 
be  thronged  with  citizens  of  every  avoca- 
tion, seeking  the  nearest  military  rcn- 
desvous  in  order  to  enlist  ?
